WHITKLAW VtElD, 

MiNNKArouB, Jnne 11.— Tha national 

•' Republican cunvciition hits jiasscd iiitn 
history and Bt'njaiiwn Harrison and 
Whitelaw Reid have been named for 
prudent and vice president. It was 
11:87 o'clock when Chairman McKinley 
called the convention to order. 

Prayer was offered by Rev. Dr. Way- 
land Hoyt, of the First Baptist chnrob 
^ of Minneapf)lis. 

Consideration of the committee on 
credentials bein^ renimed, the chair 
made the gratifying annoonoement to 
the convention that Senator Qnay had 
snthorised him to lay that no farther 
opposition wonld !» made to the adop- 
tion of the majoi-ity rt'ijort in th(> Ala- 
bama case. The i,nt"-ti<)n wiw then put 
aiid the luajuiity report was unaiii- 
znontily adopted amid cheers. 

This example was followed by those 
who had intended to antagonise tho 
Utah report on the Mormon issne. 

An Oregon delej^ato moved tliat the 
delegations from Indian Temtory and 
Ala^ be admitted with two voten 
each. 

A motion to refer thi:^ matt^-r to the 
committee was made, bat Chairman 
Cogswell, of the committee, got on the 
platform tind said that his committee was 
an ready to report. Then, on motion, 
two dcl( ;.catrs t acli fvuin Indian Terri- 
tory and ALi.-ka were admitted. 

Then the chairman aimonnced that 
the next order of business was the 
p resentation of names for tiie nomina- 
tion for president The chair announced 
.that it had been the custom in past yearn 
to call the roll for tlie [ircM-iitation of 
candidates. He aeiked wln'thcr the con- 
vention wished this. Tliere were mingled 
cries of "yes," and "uo," and the chair- 
man dedded that the convention de- 
sired to follow pveoedant and order the 
roUcaU. ^ 

When Colorado Wiw reached Senator 
Wolcott arose. There were loud cries 
of "platform" as the silver senator as- 
cended the sta;.;e. He said: 

"Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the 
Convention: The RepubUcans of the 
west sometimes differ with the Repub- 
licans of the east as to what is wanted, 
but on this ociiasion there is remarkable 
unajiiiuiiy hetween ;<fnniiie Hepnblic- 
ans of the west and genuine Republic- 
ans of the east as to whom we need, and 
his name is BUtine." 

The dramatio pre se ntation ol the name 
of Blaine, so unexpected, so decisive, 
took the convention by surprise. There 
was dead silence tor a moment. Then 
the Blaine men broke loose, and for three 
ndnntes the hall ranj; with three cheers, 
renewed again and again. They stood 
np^ waytoif bats, handkerchiels and 

When partial silence had at length 
been restored, Mr. Wolcott resumed his 
speech in euioffistic terms of Mr. Blaine. 
At the end of his speech the Blaiiie men 
again were ou their feet, cheering and 
waving flags, handkerchiefs and even 
nmbrellas. Some one in the galleries 
began the cry of "Blaino, Bhiine, James 
G. Blaine." bat the chairman rapped for 



order and the roll call proceeded slowly. 

When Indiana was reached thrre was 
applause which was renewed tenfold 
when the venerable R. W. Thom])son 
walked up the aisle and took the plat- 
'form. Standing with a fan clutched in 
both hands, Mr. Thompson said: "Wen- 
tlemen of the convention, I do not in- 
tend to make a speech. I propose to 
ma]{ce a nomination for tl»e pi esidency, 
which shall rsrrike a cord of symjiathy m 
every true Republican heiirt. "l propose to 
nommate for the presidency a man who 
docs not seek elevation by the detrac-tion 
of any other K^eat Kepnlilican. I do not 
propose, however, to defend his history 
or his life before this conv* Tition, V)e- 
caiise that will be (h.nein words of burn- 
ing and i)rophetic eloi^uence which can 
not lie surpassed in any other cgontej in 

the world. 

"Therefore, with these simple words I 
nominate to this convention for the 
jwesidency of the Unite<l States the war- 
rior statesman, Bt^njamin Harrison." 

The coujitor demoii'^t ration of the Har- 
rison men came with entlinsiasni. Fans 
and nmbrellas were in the air. delegates 
fitoo<l <m their seats and the Hoi^. Fred 
Douglass waving his white h.it :>tt top of 
his cme, led the clieeriiig, that was sus- 
tained for two miimt: ^ or more. 

The chairman siit down until the 
tumult subsided. Tlien he ordered the 
call continued. When Michigan was 
reached some one in the gallencs cried 
out: "What's the matter with Alger V 
but there was only a sUght laogh from 
the convention. 

Then Mimiesota was called, and W. 
H. Eustis took the platforiu and sec- 
onded the nomination of Blaine. 

When Mr. Eiistis ended his >peech 
the roll call was continued. New York 
being reached. Hon. Channcey M. De- 
I)ew ro-,c to speak for her. He said:

'I'liat there shoidd l)e strong convictions 
and tla ir earnest expression .'is to prefer- 
ences and liolh ies is diaiacteristic of the 
right of indivitbiul judgment, which is the 
fundamental principle of republicanism. 
There have been occasions when the resalt 
was so sure that the delegates conld frssly 
indulge in the channing privilege of ftivor- 
itism and of friendsliip. • 

Hut the situation wliich now confronts 
us demands the exercise of disiiassionate 
judguieiit; and our best tliought and experi- 
ence. VV'e can not venture on uucertuin 

f round or encounter obstacles placed in 
he pathway of success by ourselves. The 
Uemocmtic party is now divided, but the 
hone uf the iK>sseHsion of power once more 
will make i*, in the finalbattle, more ag- 
gressive, determined and misenipulous 
than ever. It starts with (iff ecu -tales se- 
cure without an elToil. hy pim i s>, s wliich 
are a travesty upon popitliir goveriinieul, 
and if continued long enough will paralyse 
inBtitntions (otmded upon popular suffrage. 
It has to win four more st>ite« in a fair 
fight— states which, in the vinabulary of 
politics, are denoinin '.'ed doubtful. 

The i{epul)Iican parly must appeal to 
the conscience and liie .judgment of the 
individual voU-r in i verv state in tlic 
Union. This is in accordance with the 
iwinciples upon which ii was founded and 
the object for which It contencTs. It has 
accepted this Lsstie before and fought it out 
with an extr;u)rdinary contiututuce of suc- 
cess. The eonditiijiisof Kepidilican victory 
frowl |s(i(i to isso were created Oy Abraham 
Lincoln and riyss««.S. (iraiit. 

They were thiit the saved republic should 
be run by its wiviors;they were the emanci- 
pation of the slaves, the re<'ousiruction of 
the states, the reception of tliese who hail 
fouijlit to destroy the reimhlic; back into 
thi fold, without penalties or ptnii-.hiuents, 
;oid to an e()ua,l sliare witli lliose who had 
foiiu'lit and saved t iu' nation in I lie soli'iu-i 
obligations and inesiimalile [niviliKc-s of 
American citizejislii p. They were tlie em- 
bodiment into ilie constitution of the 
principles for which 3,Oi)0.0(JO of men had 
founhtnnd 500, ()( JO had died. They were 
the restoration of public credit, the re- 
snnipiion of Hpe< ie payments and tlie pros- 
perous (|onditii>ii of solvent hu-iness. 

For twenty-live years tliisc weie names 
with which to con.jme, and ever fresh in 
the public mind which were elo(iueiit with 
popidar enthusia.sm. It needeii little else 
than a recital of the glQrioJS story ot ito 
heroes, and a statement the achieve- 
ments of the Reiaililican party to retain 
the confidence of the people. But from the 
desire of change, which is chHraf teristic of 
free Koverninelils, there came a revival 
there came u check to the progress of the 
Republican party in four years of Demo^ 
cratic administration. These four years 
largely rele!{{it«d to the realms of biatwy 
past issues, aud brought us face to fSoe 
with what DeiiUKTacy, i ts prof es.sion8 and 
its practices, mean today, llie great names 
wlucli adorned tlie roll of Hepublicaii 
statesmen and soldiers are still potent And 
popular. The great measures of the Kepiib 
lican party are still the l>eKt of the history 
of the ■ century. The unequalled and un- 
exampled story of Republicanism in Its 
jiromises aud its achieveraents stands 
uiii(|ue in the reconl of parties in goveni- 
nieiits which are free. 

Hut we live in practieal times, facing 
practical issues which a fleet t ho hii.-iiiess, 
the wages, the labor, and the prosia'i-ity of 
tcxlay. The campaign will be won or lost, 
not uijon the bad record of James K. Polk, 
or of Frankbn Pierce, or of James Buchan- 
an— nc»t upon the good reconl of Lincoln, or 
of Grant, or of Arthur, or of Hayes, or of 
Garfield. It will he won or lost upon the 
policy, foreign and domestic, the industrial 
measures andtheadministiative ai ts of iiie 
administration of Henjamin Harrisoii. 

Whoever Ncelve<Xh« nomination of this 
convention will run upon the judgment of 
the p<'ople as to whether they have been 
more |)rosi)erou3 and happy; whether the 
comitry has been in a iK-tter condition at 
home, and sIckmI more honorahly aluoad 
under these la.st four years of I'l.u rison, 
and Republii au admiliist rat ion. than iliir- 
ing the preceding four years of Cleveland 
Mia Duiuwratio government. Not since 
Jefferson has any administration been 
called upon to face aud solve so many or 
such dimcult problems as those which 
have Ijeen exigent in our conditions. So 
administration since the organi/.ation of 
the government has met difhculties better 
or more to the saMsfaotiea of the AntMean 
people.

Hy the grand record of a wis,, and popu 
lar admiiiist:-,;t ion, by the streii;.'fh gained 
in frecpieiit contact with the people, in 
wonderfully versatile and felicitous 
speech, by uie claims of a pure life in pub- 
lic and in the simplicity of a" typical 
American home, I nominate Benjamin 
Harrison. 

At the clo.se of Mr. Df'jiew's «p(>pchthe 
last paragraph delivered ^\^^h inijias- 
sionea earnestness and climactic effect, 
the Harrison men started a counter 
demonstration to that following Eustis" 
speech. An immense crayon jmrtrait 
of the jiresident was started down to the 
platform, while thousands were on their 
feet shouting and waving every portable 
thing that conld be handled. The ap- 
plause lasted twenty-eight minutes. 

The call of states thua proceeded and 
several other short speeches were made 
for Blaine* and* Harrison, but no other 
name was presented. At the conclusion 
of the call of states the chairman an- 
111 itmced that balloting would begin. 

The first state called made the first 
break to the dark horse, McKinley. It 
ca.st fifteen votea for Harrison, seven for 
McKinley a aid cheers. When Califor- 
nia was reached the announcement of 
the chainnau was challenged and the 
list of delegates was called. M. H. De- 
Young voted "Blaine," and there were 
cries of "Gtood!" The call prin-eeded. 

When Ohio was r»'ached the cliair- 
nia.i asked to have the state pivssed, but 
(Tovenior Forakcr jumiied into the 
aisle and anniatiiced that the delegation 
had i»-i-ii polled, and he demanded the 

^IlllolilH eliiellt of the vote. 

• If any one wants to rhallengi! it 
then he can," said (Tovenior Foraker. 
The chairman stepped into the aisle and 
amid an almost '.icrfect silence an- 
nounced the Vote: Harrison. J: !McKin- 
ley. II. The convention went wild for 
a iM-riite while Chairniaii ^IcKiuley. his 
fail' whiter if possible tliaii usual. 
[Hiiiii'li'd the table with his gavel. As 
tile clieeriiig cpiiscd the i haii iiiaii said 
in a cicnr. (irm tone. ••! challeiige that 
Vote." Then- was an outburst of ap- 
plause from the Harrison men.

Cooper, who had 
voted tor llaiiisoti askeil leave tochang' 
his Vote to McKinley amid meat ap- 

lilaUse. 

Then Mr. McKinley's alternate got tin 
floor and annonni'ed that on the origin- 
al vott" at McKinley's reiiuest he liad 
voted lor Harrison. The !iniiounceiiieiit 
of the vote was greeted with applause 
which was renewed when Oregon gave 
seven Votes for McKinley, Ohio leading 
the demonstration. 

Wlieii Texas' Votes for Harrison, 
giving him the necessary vntes to iionii- 
iiate him. was aiinouin ed by the chair- 
man of the delegation there wa.s no 
chance for the chairman of the delega- 
tion to announce the lialance of tlu' 
vote of ^e delegation. The delegates 
knew what the vote of Texas meant. 
;uid as tlh> ••Harrison came out 
every Harri.sou man sprang to his feet, 
yelling like mad. Hats, were thrown 
across the hall and there was great con- 
fusion. The band struck up •Hail To 
The Chief," which only ilicreasi'd the 
enthusiasm. The deleg.ites wetit up 
and down the aisles sheking li.iin!-. 

Ma.jor McKinley waiiti-d the ii' iii'iii.i- 
tion made unanimous, but si'veral objec- 
tions were made and the roll call wa- 
finished.

EVENIN G S ESSION. 
Whlt«Iaw Beid IVonlnated for Vie* Presl- 

cleiit oithoiit Opiiosltiuii. 

MiNNK.vi'iii.is, Juno 11.— The evening 
.session of the convention wiis little more 
tfian a ratification meeting. The nom- 
inee for the vice presidency was selected 
in a meeting of the New York delegation 
held an hour before the convention was 
called to order. 

By tacit consent the naming of vice 
presidential candidate was IcuR to the 
rfew York delegation. The delegation 
at its meeting was not long in amvlng 
at the conclusion to present the nameM 
ex-Minister Whitelaw Reid. The i only 
other name discussed was thai of "Vioe 
Presideat Mortom and tn the end the 
agreement upon llr^ Seld was, onani- 
mous.
